THE   EIGHTEENTH    GENERAL  COURT 


HE  Eighteenth  General  Court  of  the  Na- 
tional Society,  Daughters  of  Founders  and 
Patriots  of  America,  was  convened  at  The 
Raleigh,  May  13,  1916.  National  officers,  rep- 
resentatives of  the  State  Chapters,  and  mem-, 
hers  of  the  Society  were  present.  All  joined 
in  the  salutation  to  the  Flag-  and  the  Lord's  Prayer,  after 
which  the  National  Vice-President,  Mrs.  Thomas  K.  Noble, 
addressed  the  assembly  in  the  following  words  of  wel- 
come :  . 

WORDS  OF  WELCOME. 

May  13,  1916. 

Delegates  and  Members  of  Our  National  Society  : 

In  the  absence  of  our  President  it  becomes  my  pleasant 
privilege  to  welcome  you  to  the  Eighteenth  General  Court 
of  the  National  Society  of  Daughters  of  Founders  and 
Patriots  of  America. 

This  is  our  "annual  feast,"  to  which  you  come  to  hear  your 
National  Officers  give  an  account  of  their  stewardship,  and 
in  your  turn  to  bring  us  tidings  of  the  work  of  our  or- 
ganization in  your  States.  I  extend  to  you  to-day  a  special 
welcome  because  it  is  our  eighteenth  birthday.  The  maiden, 
you  know,  takes  on  new  beauty  and  begins  to  assume 
womanly  graces  at  eighteen,  and,  with  a  broader  outlook 
on  life,  realizes  something  of  her  obligations  and  responsi- 
bilities ;  so,  today  we  should  appreciate  more  fully  than 
ever  before  our  splendid  inheritance  and  realize  more  seri- 
ously our  obligations  to  this  unique  Society,  which  takes  its 
place  in  the  very  front  rank  of  our  patriotic  organizations. 

Its  record  takes  us  back  to  an  ancestor  who  lived  and 
wrought  in  the  strenuous  days  of  the  beginning  of  this 
great  Republic,  and  then  comes  down  in  direct  male  line 
to  a  Patriot  of  the  Revolution,  thus  combining  the  eligibility 
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record   of  the   Colonial   Dames  and  the   Daughters   of   the 
American  Revolution, 

Should  we  not  take  serious  thought  of  our  own  lives, 
and  of  our  beloved  Society,  on  this  eighteenth  birthday,  so 
that  the  record  we  have  inherited  and  of  which  we  are 
justly  proud,  can  be  passed  on  to  the  coming  generation 
with  its  luster  undimmed  by  any  act  of  ours? 

Let  us  in  all  our  planning  put  away  self-seeking  and  vain 
ambitions  and  join  hearts  and  hands  for  the  peace  and 
highest  good  of  this  Society.

REPORT   OF   THE   NATIONAL  RECORDING 
SECRETARY, 
May  13,  1915,  to  May  13,  1916. 

During  the  past  year  the  Executive  Committee  lias  held 
seven  regular  and  three  special  meetings,  at  which  important 
and  interesting  work  has  been  accompHshed. 

Our  work  is  varied  and  our  interests  many;  and  our  en- 
deavor is  to  stand  for  what  is  best  for  our  National  Society, 
our  Chapters,  and  our  Country.  During  these  stirring  times, 
when  the  atmosphere  tingles  with  uncertainty,  we  have  de- 
clared in  favor  of  Preparedness.  When  it  was  presented  to 
us  that  no  provision  was  made  in  the  new  Red  Cross  build- 
ing dedicated  to  the  Heroic  Women  of  the  Civil  War  for  a 
memorial  to  that  wonderful  and  self-sacrificing  woman, 
Clara  Barton,  we  appointed  a  committee  to  draft  suitable 
resolutions,  which  -  were  handsomely  engrossed,  and  per- 
sonally presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
who  sent  them  to  the  Red  Cross  Association,  where  they 
will  receive  due  consideration.  We  hope  that  these,  with 
others  of  a  similar  character,  will  obtain  the  recognition 
due  the  founder  of  the  American  Red  Cross. 

By  action  of  the  Committee,  the  lineage  of  our  members 
is  to  be  printed  separately  from  the  Year  Book  and  list  of 
members,  and  sold  to  each  member  desiring  a  copy. 

The  recognition  pin  authorized  by  the  last  General  Court 
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has  been  selected  by  the  Executive  Coinniittce  from  the  de- 
signs submitted  by  Caldwell  &  Co.,  and  can  be  purchased 
for  one  dollar. 

The  Society  has  enjoyed  several  very  pleasant  social 
events.  The  Tea  and  Informal  Conference  held  on  the  18th 
of  April  was  well  attended  by  our  distant  and  home  mem- 
bers, and  it  was  a  great  pleasure  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  meet  with  those  for  whom  it  is  a  pleasure  to  work. 
We  hope  that  a  greater  number  of  members  will  be  present 
each  year.  Mrs.  Hodgkins,  a  Councillor,  gave  a  beautifully 
appointed  tea  for  our  founder,  Mrs.  Boynton. 

The  number  of  Chapters  is  increasing,  lioth  California 
and  Colorado  are  forming  Chapters,  and  there  are  whispers 
that  Vermont  will  soon  enter  the  ranks. 

With  much  regret  I  have  to  announce  two  resignations 
among  our  National  Officers,  and  several  deaths  among  our 
members. 

We  are  disappointed  in  not  having  with  us  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Men's  Order  of  Founders  and  Patriots,  Mr. 
Theodore  Anthony  Van  Dyke,  former  Governor-General  of 
the  Society  from  Pennsylvania. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  had  an  interesting  experi- 
ence resulting  from  the  patriotic  action  of  one  of  our  Chap- 
ters. W^e  were  addressed  by  Miss  Lyda  Burton  Couley,  attor- 
ney-at-law,  a  Wyandotte  Indian,  from  Kansas  City.  Kans., 
who  came  to  express  her  gratitude  that  the  grave  of  Gov. 
William  Walker,  a  Wyandotte  Indian  and  the  first  Provin- 
cial Governor  of  Kansas  and  Nebraska  Territory,  had  been 
located  by  our  Kansas  Chapter,  and  that  a  marker  had  been 
placed  on  his  grave  by  the  ladies  of  Topeka.  This  brave 
woman  told  of  her  struggle  to  save  the  Huron  Cemetery, 
which  is  the  only  Indian  cemetery  in  the  world  given  by 
the  Government  to  Indians  as  a  reservation.  It  is  located  in 
the  heart  of  Kansas  City,  and  when  for  business  purpose? 
the  city  sought  to  change  the  location,  Miss  Conley  actually 
pitched  her  tent,  armed  herself,  and  kept  the  ground  from 
desecration.     When  force  of  arms  was  no  longer  necessary 
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she  fought  the  case  through  the  courts.     Finally  Congress  I 

decided  that  the  cemetery  should  always  be  preserved  in 

its  present  location  in  order  that  the  treaty  to  the  Wyan-  | 

dotte   Indians  might  be   fulfilled.     This  fight  to   save  the  ; 

graves  of  her  ancestors  was  a  story  full  of  true  heroism  and 

was  interesting  and  inspiring. 

We  hope  that  each  succeeding  year  may  bring  still  more  ' 

important  and  interesting  data  to  the  Recording  Secretary's 
desk.

Mrs.  Crocker,  Connecticut,  and  Mrs.  Jenison,  Michigan. 

Also  letters  of  sympathy  to  our  own  members  whose  loved 
ones  have  passed  to  the  beyond. 

The  printing  of  our  yearly  history  was  unavoidably  de- 
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layed,  and  not  mailed  until  after  the  Christmas  holidays, 
owing  to  the  crowded  condition  of  the  mails.  One  was  sent 
to  every  member.

Many  of  the  Chapter  secretaries  have  kindly  responded  to 
my  request  for  a  list  of  their  newly  elected  officers. 

Caldwell  &  Co.  have  advised  the  Executive  Committee  that 
hereafter  a  safety  catch  will  be  attached  to  the  pins  of  our 
insignia. 

Many  have  requested  that  our  membership  cards  sliould 
be  large  enough  to  frame,  as  they  take  the  place  of  a  cer- 
tificate. 

A  card,  buff  in  color,  with  a  wider  margin,  engraving  the 
same,  has  been  decided  upon,  and  any  member  can  receive 
one  by  returning  her  old  card  and  twenty-five  cents. 

The  necessary  supplies  have  been  ordered  for  the  use  of 
the  officers. 

Membership  cards  issued,  62 ;  histories,  868 ;  cards,  705 ; 
postal  cards,  276;  Constitutions,  94;  letters  written,  380; 
received,  235. 

Resignations,  4;  the  membership  to  date,  703;  the  last 
National  Number,  868. 
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The  report  of  your  National  Corresponding^  Secretary 
shows  the  vast  amount  of  work  necessary  in  this  office. 

Many  letters  of  appreciation  and  kind  words   from  the 
old  members,  as  well  as  the  new,  have  been  an  inspiration 
and  a  help  to  make  the  work  of  the  past  year  a  pleasure.

Of  the  members  elected  this  year  seventeen  are  members- 
at-large — five  from  New  York,  two  from  Iowa,  and  one  each 
from  California,  Colorado,  District  of  Columbia,  Illinois, 
Massachusetts,  Ohio,  Tennessee,  Texas,  Vermont  and  Vir- 
ginia. 

'  Ohio  leads  the  Chapters,  with  seven  new  members ;  Mas- 
sachusetts and  Michigan  have  six  each  ;  Connecticut,  four ; 
Pennsylvania  and  Virginia,  three  each ;  Arkansas,  District 
of  Columbia,  Illinois,  Kansas  and  New  York,  two  each ;  Mis- 
souri, one. 

With  fourteen  State  Chapters  fully  organized  and  others 
in  process  of  formation,  the  year  has  been  one  of  activity. 
Ifncreasing  interest  in  the  objects  and  requirements  of  the 
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Society  is  being  manifested  by  patriotic  women  in  all  parts 
of  the  country,  and  many  letters  of  information  have  been 
sent  by  the  National  Registrar  in  response  to  queries  along 
•these  lines. 

The  use  of  prehminary  blanks  having  been  authorized  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  the  Committee  has  ruled  that  no 
final  application  blanks  shall  be  issued  by  the  National  Reg- 
istrar to  Chapter  Officers  until  she  has  received  a  completed 
and  verified  preliminary  paper  from  the  Chapter  Registrar. 
She  will  then  reexamine  it  and,  if  found  correct,  will  for- 
w^ard  the  final  blanks  to  the  Registrar,  who  attends  to  the 
details  of  admission  through  the  Chapter.  This  method  has 
received  much  commendation,  as  it  lessens  the  embarrass- 
ment of  an  applicant  if  her  eligibility  can  not  be  established, 
and  ehminates  all  money  considerations  until  after  eligibility 
is  assured.  The  responsibility  of  the  Chapter  Registrar  is 
not  lessened,  but  all  her  examination  and  verification  is  con- 
fined to  the  preliminary  papers. 

The  work  of  printing  the  records  is  progressing.  Fifty 
numbers  are  now  ready,  and  on  the  completion  of  the  fol- 
lowing fifty,  which  are  now  under  w-ay,  all  will  be  turned 
over  to  the  printer. 

At  the  close  of  my  term  of  office  I  wish  to  express  thanks 
to  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  all  of  whom 
have  been  most  helpful  to  me  in  my  work — especially  during 
the  past  year,  when  I  have  needed  sympathy  and  assistance. 
To  the  Chapter  Registrars  I  also  feel  indebted.  Together 
we  have  "borne  the  burdeijs,"  and  almost  without  exception 
I  have  found  them  competent  and  interested  in  building  up 
the  Society  with  material  that  shall  stand  the  test  of  time. 
In  one  instance  only  has  there  been  failure  in  courtesy  or 
lack  of  harmony,  and  I  bespeak  for  my  successor  continued 
cooperation  in  following  the  rules  formulated  for  carrying 
out  the  ideals  of  the  honored  and  beloved  Founders  of  the 
National  Society  of  the  Daughters  of  Founders  and  Patriots

At  the  meeting  of  the  General  Court,  May  13,  1915,  a 
suggestion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Martin  that  this  Society 
adopt  a  Recognition  Pin,  which  should  be  "small,  inexpen- 
sive and  appropriate  to  wear  on  all  occasions."  After  gen- 
eral discussion  a  motion  to  that  effect  was  made  and  passed 
unanimously. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  June  our 
President,  Mrs.  Cox,  appointed  the  following  committee : 
Mrs.  Mcintosh,  Chairman;  Mrs.  Main,  Mrs.  Hannay,  Mrs. 
Semmes  and  Miss  Hewitt. 

Many  suggestions  were  received  and  sent  to  Caldwell  & 
Co.,  who  submitted  eight  designs  from  which  selection  was 
made. 

The  design  is  a  triangle,  showing  our  three  colors  placed 
on  the  folds  of  a  gold  ribbon  on  which  are  the  letters  N.  S. 
D.  F.  P.  A.  in  blue  enamel. 

The  regulation  pin  adopted  will  be  of  heavy  gilded  bronze 
and  enamel  and  will  cost  $1.00.  If  one  of  finer  quality  is 
desired  Caldwell  &:  Co.  will  furnish  it  in  14  karat  gold,  with 
safety  catch,  $3.50. 

Permits  for  the  pin  will  be  issued  by  the  National  Regis- 
trar.

KANSAS  REPORT. 

Madam  President  and  Members  of  tJie  General  Court: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  third  annual  report  of  the 
Kansas  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  Founders  and  Patriots 
of  America. 

We  have  had  a  year  of  enforced  quiet,  nearly  all  of  our 
members  having  been  ill.  However,  we  have  been  able  to 
hold  a  few  meetings  and  accomplish  a  few  things. 

We  have  gained  one  new  member,  and  the  papers  are  out 
for  two  more. 

On  September  24  last  we  unveiled  a  marker  at  the  grave 
of  Gov.  William  Walker  at  the  Oak  Grove  Cemetery,  Kan- 
sas City,  Kansas.  Governor  Walker  was  the  first  Provisional 
Governor  of  the  Nebraska-Kansas  Territory. 

We  found  his  grave  unmarked,  forgotten  and  practically 
lost,  although  Governor  Walker  had  done  more  to  establisli 
our  State  than  any  other  one  man  in  the  pioneer  days  of 
Kansas.  He  was  a  Wyandotte  Indian,  and  the  Society  of 
y\merican  Indians  sent  a  strong  delegation  to  help  us  honor 
his  memory.  This  delegation  was  most  picturesque,  rang- 
ing, as  it  did,  from  gentlemen  of  the  highest  education  and 
culture  to  the  almost  primitive  savage  in  feathers  and  blan- 
ket. The  Mayor  and  other  influential  citizens  of  Kansas 
City,  Kansas,  together  with  a  large  chorus  of  school  children, 
took  part  in  the  exercises.  The  States  of  Kansas  and  Ne- 
braska were  both  officially  represented.  In  erecting  this 
marker  we  feel  that,  no  matter  how  little  else  we  have  done, 
the  year  has  not  been  spent  in  vain.
